The engineers for 
the Admiralty would not agree to Mr. Stephenson's plan 
for cast-iron arched spans, but required a full headway 
for the entire length of each span. There are five spans in 
all, two main spans being 450 ft., with a clear headway 
of 105 ft. The bridge is double track, having two in- 
dependent rectangular tubular girders 9 ft. apart, one for 
each track. The girders are continuous over all the spans, 
being 1,510 ft. long. The old Victoria bridge over the St. 
Lawrence, at Montreal (Eng. News, Aug. 26, 1897), was 
of a similar type.
